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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Even after seventeen years of independence, with three Five Year 
Plans , the condition of the Scheduled Castes in the country has not 
substantially improved socially , economically or educationally and 
there has not been any proper and comprehensive assessment of the 
progress made by them so far . Hence , a Commission is quite neces 
sary to evaluate the progress made and to report on the welfare of 
the Scheduled Castes . 


Besides, the schemes under the Five Year Plans for the welfare 
of the Scheduled Castes and most of the recommendations made by 
the Commissioner for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes year 
by year are not implemented by the State Governments expeditiously 
and effectively . It is very necessary and desirable that the Central 
Government should be invested with power to issue directions to the 
States to implement them . 


Hence this Bill .
